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New lifeline for homeless youngsters 


YOUNG people in Bridport at risk of homeless¬ 
ness have an additional lifeline after a housing 
association acquired three new properties in the 
town. 

The news comes just weeks after support for vulner¬ 
able youngsters from the Bridport Foyer was secured. 

Bournemouth Churches Housing Association 
(BCHA) is leasing three new-build houses in the town, 
offering them to at-risk young people aged between 
16 and 24-years-old. 

In April this year BCHA was commissioned to pro- 
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vide 16 units within Bridport, seven of which are in 
the Foyer. The other units will be provided from the 
new properties, which will soon be occupied. 

Despite the independent location, tenants will still be 
able to access the same care and support provide at the 
Foyer. 

Mandy Goodenough, head of children, young peo¬ 
ple and families at Bournemouth Churches Housing 
Association, said: “The additional nine units will be 
delivered in the form of three, three bedroom proper¬ 
ties located within the community of Bridport. 

“The young people that live within these properties 
will receive the same support as those living within 
the Foyer. 

“Support will be provided on a visiting support basis. 
Each person will have a designated keyworker who 
will be working with them to develop their independ¬ 
ence.” 

At the official reopening of the Foyer earlier this 
month some people expressed concerns that those liv¬ 
ing outside West Rivers House wouldn’t get the same 
level of support, something which Ms Goodenough is 
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keen to clarify. 

She said: “Residents will receive support based 
around their individual needs, including learning and 
personal development, with an emphasis on responsi¬ 
bility, skills and increasing their capacity to exercise 
choice and achieve greater independence in all aspects 
of their life. 

“Residents will also be able to access support 24 
hours a day, seven days a week through BCHA’s in¬ 
novative technology centre, i-Support. This flexible 
support solution will enable residents to contact skilled 
support workers when needed, while also enhancing 
the safety of the young people.” 

View from Bridport has agreed not publicise the 
exact location of the properties after a request from 
BCHA to ensure the safeguarding of vulnerable young 
people. 

The news that extra accommodation has now been 
found was welcomed by Ros Kayes, Bridport and 
West Dorset District councillor. 

Ms Kayes was instrumental in getting different or¬ 
ganisations together to keep the Bridport Foyer open. 

She said: “I’m really pleased that BCHA have man¬ 
aged to secure some high quality housing in the town 
because I know they have been looking for a while for 
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suitable units to enable some of their young tenants to 
have a go at living more independently in a context

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STEPHEN Lovett lives near Lyme Regis, where he 
runs Hill Barn Cottages, a self-catering business, 
with his wife Heather and 17-year-old twin daugh¬ 
ters, Sophia and Freya. 

Originally from Bath and having spent most of his 
life in Camberley, Surry, Stephen and Heather used 
to visit Dorset regularly and grew increasingly fond 
of the area. 

In 2007, a change in work circumstances coin¬ 
cided with their daughters moving to secondary 
school and the family decided to take on Hill Barn 
Cottages. 

Stephen in now chairman of the Lyme Regis and 
Charmouth Hotel and Restaurant Association, and 
treasurer of the recently formed Lyme Regis Busi¬ 
ness Group. 


• WHY did you take on Hill Barn Cottages? 

This was all part of our move from Camberley. Hill Barn 
was already established as a successful holiday business, 
with two self-catering cottages on site and the main 
house being used for bed and breakfast. As we really 
needed the space, we dropped the B&B straight away 
and just continued with the cottages. It still makes us 
smile when we think about the cottage guests seeing the 
removal lorries arriving halfway through their holiday! 

• What did you do before moving to the area? 

I qualified as a Chartered Accountant in 1990 and quickly 
moved into industry, spending the next 17 years in the 
commercial vehicle sector - initially as financial controller 
and ultimately as managing director. Soon after moving 
to Lyme, I became involved with a new Exeter-based 
business consultancy, Southwest FD, and now provide 
financial and general management support and coach¬ 
ing to businesses on a part-time basis. Working mainly 
with small and growing businesses from a many different 
sectors provides me with great variety and flexibility in 
my work and is incredibly satisfying when I see my input 
making a real difference. 

• What do you think puts Hill Barn apart from other 
self-catering properties in the area? 

Both of our cottages are now graded as "4 Star Gold 
Award". Heather is undoubtedly the main differentiating 
factor. She looks after the guest side of our cottage busi¬ 
ness, paying great attention to detail and doing just 
about anything to make sure our guests enjoy their stay. 
Our guests' comments pay testament to this, as does our 
high number of return visitors - some now treating Hill 
Barn as their second home and Heather and me, along 
with our daughters and dog, as their extended family! 

• HOW did you become involved with the Hotel & 
Restaurant Association, and the new Lyme Regis 
Business Group? 

The previous owners of Hill Barn encouraged Heather to 
join the Hotel & Restaurant Association where she found 



great support and made lots of new friends. In January 
2010 I joined their committee as treasurer and three 
years later was elected chairman. 

In July this year, and following much discussion across 
the various existing business groups, the new "all inclu¬ 
sive" Lyme Regis Business Group was formed, to repre¬ 
sent the interests of all businesses operating in Lyme. 
Having been instrumental in its formation, I was pleased 
to continue an active role on their Executive Committee 
and as treasurer. 
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• HOW do you think these types of groups benefit 
local businesses? 

I see the key aim of both groups to be much the same - 
to protect and grow the Lyme Regis economy for the 
benefit of their members. The groups help to promote 
the town of Lyme and the businesses operating therein 
to the local, national and international audience. They 
also act to protect the best interests of their members 
through effective campaigning as and when appropriate 

- current issues include bathing water quality and various 
aspects of parking. 

• DO the groups have any promotions or special 
events coming up? 

Although only formed at the start of the Summer, the 
business group is already making a real difference in 
Lyme. We launched the "Love Lyme" newsletter last 
month and are now busy driving Lyme's biggest ever 
Christmas sales drive. Badged "Yuletide Lyme", the cam¬ 
paign launches on Saturday, November 30th with the un¬ 
veiling of'Windows Wonderland', for which the fronts of 
businesses around the town will be professionally- 
painted to depict scenes from "The 12 Days Of Christ¬ 
mas". 

• WHAT do you like about the local area? 

Just about everything really, and at all times of the year 

- the extremes of the event-filled peak holiday periods 
and the absolute calm at other times is something that 
really appeals to me. 

• WHAT do you think it's missing? 

Not much really, although I would love to see a more har¬ 
monious town council and better parking facilities in the 
summer. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to a dream 
dinner party?

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Funding boost for Aspire project 


THE work of a Bridport-based commu¬ 
nity project is to be extended for a fur¬ 
ther year after a recent funding award. 

The cash injection from Dorset Adult 
Learning will also mean an extension to 
the Aspire project, which helps people 
aged 19-years-old and over through the 
Neighbourhood Learning in Deprived 
Communities programme. 

The Aspire project, which is organised 
through the voluntary community com¬ 
pany BEST (Bridport Enterprise Commu¬ 
nity Training Ltd), aims to get young 
people without jobs into work. It has 
proven so successful it now also offers 
help in Dorchester, Sherborne, Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

According to project designer Arthur 
Woodgate there had been concern that 
when adult learning departments from 
Dorset, Bournemouth and Poole merged 
to create the Skills and Learning organi¬ 
sation there may have been a shortfall in 
funding. 

However a grant of almost £5,000 has 
secured the project well into 2014. 

Mr Woodgate cited ^"professional¬ 
ism and creative effectiveness"of Aspire's 
co-ordinator, Charolotte Storey, as an in¬ 
tegral part of the project. 

He said: "Thanks to Charlotte this work 
has been quite outstandingly successful.

"You only have to listen to what the

One young person helped by the proj¬ 
ect explained how her ability to work in 
a team surprised her. 

Megan, 21, said: "It's been very helpful 
and enjoyable. Good fun with lots of 
other people who are also looking for di¬ 
rection. 

"It didn't make me feel so isolated, I felt 
connected to a network that can help 
me get back on my feet. 

"It felt like I was good at team work and 
I didn't think I would be. I learned not to 
shut myself away but to meet up with 
others on the course so we can help 
each other." 

Another participant, 34-year-old Sam, 
said: "I've been to similar run by other 
people but they were uninspiring. This 
was good fun and I feel really encour¬ 
aged. And I have an interview, which is 
great news." 

The project has been described as 
Oliver Letwin, MP for West Dorset, as suc¬ 
cessfully targeting "the most needy, the 
most disadvantaged, and the most hard

'No excuse'officers surround town 


BRIDPORT had a one-day blitz 
by enforcement officers on 
Wednesday in an attempt to re¬ 
mind motorists of the impor¬ 
tance of road safety. 

Nearly 90 motoring offences 
were detected in the town by 
teams of ‘No excuse’ officers in 
the latest ‘Surround a Town’ 
event, which targets people on 
the road who flout the laws. 

The initiative forms part of the 
‘No excuse’ project, which aims 
to reduce the number of people 
killed and seriously injured on 
Dorset’s roads. 

Rob Smith, road safety educa¬ 
tion manager for Dorset County 
Council, said: “What this project 
does is to focus as much atten¬ 


tion as possible on the evidence 
and intelligence that is gathered, 
which might be particular routes 
or locations, and in general work 
with the public at large to reduce 
casualties. 

“We need public support oth¬ 
erwise we can’t do it. Road 
safety is everybody’s responsi¬ 
bility and that is cruicial.” 

A number of activities took 
place throughout Bridport as part 
of the campaign day. 

Cycling safety was explored, 
with the Headway charity pro¬ 
moting the importance of wear¬ 
ing cycle helmets and the 
Cycling Sports Group demon¬ 
strating cycle engineering skills. 

Staff at Balfour Beatty at¬ 


tended to raise awareness of the 
risk of inappropriate driving 
when road workers are carrying 
out their duties, and the town 
was also visited by the Dorset 
Rescue Service Fire Events ve¬ 
hicle and award-winning 50/50 
car. 

Bridport Primary School, who 
were holding an independent 
Road Safety Day, were visited 
by a team of professionals from 
Dorset Police as part of the ‘Sur¬ 
round a Town’ day. 

Among those attending the 
events at the school were Brid¬ 
port Mayor Maggie Ray, her 
husband and Bridport town 
councillor Martin Ray, Assistant 
Chief Fire Officer Ben Ansell of 


Dorset Fire and Rescue Service 
and Martin Hiles of Dorset Po¬ 
lice. 

Chief Superintendent Hiles 
said: “The Surround a Town 
events are just one of the ways 
we try to increase safety on 
Dorset's roads. 

“The vast majority of the feed¬ 
back we received from the event 
in Bridport was extremely posi¬ 
tive. All but one of the drivers 
caught during the day accepted 
that they were in the wrong and 
that they had no excuse. 

“Reducing deaths and injuries 
on the roads is a key priority for 
Dorset Police and I urge all mo¬ 
torists to ensure they drive re¬ 
sponsibly.” 


Of the 88 motoring offences 
detected on the day, 42 were for 
speeding. One driver, who was 
stopped for speeding at 47mph 
in a 30mph zone, confessed to 
already having nine points on his 
licence. 

Tickets were issued to 33 peo¬ 
ple, both drivers and passengers, 
for not wearing a seatbelt. The 
opportunity to attend a free 30- 
minute seatbelt awareness 
course at Bridport Town Hall 
was taken by 27 of the 33 people 
stopped. One driver had their ve¬ 
hicle seized for driving with no 
insurance.

that is domestic rather than institutional. 

“Overall, anything that can support young people 
with staying in Bridport to meet their supported hous¬ 
ing needs rather than encouraging them to go to Dorch¬ 
ester or Weymouth has to be a good thing.” 

Martyn Pearl, housing service manager at West 
Dorset District Council, believes a holistic approach is 
needed for youngsters, with the availability of housing 
and the support being offered with training, both in the 
Foyer and in the new properties, an important combi¬ 
nation. 

He said: “For me it is not just about the units of ac¬ 
commodation. When we’re looking at young people it’s 
about investing in their futures because there are people 
that come through this system who have the ability to 
get employment. They’re people who won’t be depend¬ 
ent on social housing or benefits but people who will 
make good choices in the future, which is really key. 

“I think for the local community this could be really 
important.”

Help at hand on how to 
keep warm this winter 


GUIDANCE on switching energy 
suppliers and staying warm this win¬ 
ter was on offer in Beaminster during 
the first of a series of free drop-in 
sessions yesterday. 

Dorset Action Community (DCA), 
with sponsorship from Magna Hous¬ 
ing Association, set up in the Skyrm 
Room at the Public Hall in Beamnin- 
ster to provide advice and informa¬ 
tion on where to get help. 

Many people are now finding the 
combination of rising fuel costs, low 
income and poorly-insulated rural 
housing a real problem, the organisa¬ 
tion said. 

Alex Picot, chief executive of 
Dorset Community Action, said: 
“Many families will be thinking 
about how they can cut their energy 
bills. These events are a good place 
to start, with plenty of advice and 
ideas. 

“Evidence shows that rural house¬ 
holds are twice as likely as their 
urban counterparts to struggle to af¬ 
ford to heat their homes, due to lower 
than average incomes and houses 
that are less energy efficient. 

“Dorset Community Action is ex¬ 
perienced at working with communi¬ 
ties to help them stay warm and use 
energy more efficiently. 

“We ran various events last year 
and we hope that people will come 
along to these informal drop-in ses¬ 
sions, which are designed to give the 


most relevant information for Dorset 
residents.

■ ONE thousand or more new res¬ 
idents are now expected to flood 
into Bridport, and at the same time 
it seems that our district council is 
thumbs up for building right over 
Bridport's most central car park, an 
area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty and our largest employ¬ 
ment site. 

Even St Mary's School is no 
longer in the planner's preferred 
site.

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Campaign to stop 
domestic abuse 

YOUNG people and domestic abuse within their 
own relationships is the focus of a countywide cam¬ 
paign this week, writes BENJAMIN PARKER. 

According to Dorset County Council, young people 
can often have limited experience with relationships 
and can be unaware of how unhealthy their attach¬ 
ment is. 

The campaign, running this week until Friday, No¬ 
vember 29th, is targeting people aged 16 to 18- 
years-old. 

A number of events have been planned by local 
councils, Dorset Police, specialist service providers 
and the Domestic Abuse Forums across the county 
to support the campaign and to raise awareness of 
domestic abuse in young peoples'relationships dur¬ 
ing the awareness week. 

Councillor Ray Nottage, chairman of the Dorset 
Community Safety Partnership, said: "Tackling do¬ 
mestic abuse in all its forms is a priority for the 
Dorset Community Safety Partnership and its part¬ 
ners. 

"The national definition of domestic abuse 
changed earlier this year to include those aged 16 
and over and we feel it is timely to focus locally on 
how young people can be affected in their own inti¬ 
mate relationships" 

"Our message to young people who find them¬ 
selves in abusive relationships is that you're not 
alone, it's not your fault and help is available. The 
good news is that help is available both for young 
people and those who care for and about them. 

"Young people can talk to their parents, teacher or 
someone else they trust or can access support di¬ 
rectly from websites or national and local helplines. 

"All young people have the right to live their lives 
free from abuse of any sort."

Three candidates stand for Bridport North council seat 


THREE candidates are vying for the vacant seat 
on Bridport Town Council, with residents tak¬ 
ing to the polls next Thursday. 

The Bridport North seat is being contested 
by Richard Nicholls (Labour), Frances McKen¬ 
zie (Conservative), and Anne Rickard (Liberal 
Democrat Focus Team). 

The election will be held on Thursday, De¬ 
cember 5th. 

The election was triggered by the resigna¬ 
tion of Lauren Glover, who had to leave the 
area for work reasons. 

Only 22-years-old when she was elected, Ms 
Glover, a Liberal Democrat, has been a Brid¬ 
port town councillor since May 2011. 

RICHARD NICHOLLS, Labour 

"IN OFFERING myself for election to the town 
council, I would bring the experience of hav¬ 
ing previously served as a councillor, and im¬ 
portantly a wide understanding of planning 
legislation. 



"In asking for your support, I will stand up for 
the town, keeping Bridport special, and look 
to future investment for improving the town 
rather than a quick profit for developers. 

"For me affordable housing would be a pri¬ 
ority to ensure that the town retains a young 
and vibrant local community, and that these 
young people are paid a living wage. 

"At present the pay of Dorset full-time work¬ 
ers is at least 5 per cent lower than the na¬ 
tional average, which is totally unacceptable. 

"As such I will argue for future investment 
that will bring both housing for need, decent, 
well paid jobs for local people, and in doing so 
retain the special atmosphere that draws so 
many tourists to Bridport. 

"I will also bring a fresh approach to the 
town council, arguing for those who are sub¬ 
jected to the worst of Coalition government 
cuts. 

"If these cuts are not opposed the rich will 
get richer, and the poor increasingly poor. 

"Privatisation and deregulation of the'wel¬ 
fare state' is not improving matters and they 
are not only undermining the NHS, but lead¬ 
ing to cuts in public transport and an increas¬ 
ing number of working people relying on food 
banks. 

"At present the town council is dominated 
by councillors associated with the Coalition, 
and in giving me your vote, it will enable me 
to directly challenge on your behalf what is 
happening to our society, rather than making 
excuses for present government's policies."

Chris said: "We expected a nice, quiet 
run up to Christmas as we have lots to 
get on with, and have to get plans in 
place for next summer - we were wrong. 
We have been received so well by the 
people of West Bay. 

"It has been absolutely amazing. In Oc¬ 
tober we served over 4,000 meals. We 
have lots of views and ideas about how 
this pub should be, and how it can stay 
as a local's pub." 

Changes have already taken place at 
The George, with a particular focus on 
the menu, which has been refreshed and 
now forms part of a number of theme 
nights, including a curry night, pizza 
night, and homemade pie night - all 
available with a refreshing pint of 
Palmers Ale or a glass of wine. 

Traditional, rustic pies are going to be 
quite important to the new-look public 
house, with the landlords hoping it could 
become their signature dish. 

The idea behind the pies is to offer a 
range of fillings, including steak and ale, 
chicken and mushroom, and a vegetar¬ 
ian option, whilst preparing them from 
scratch, which includes rolling out the 
pastry, filling the individual pie, and bak¬ 
ing it. 

Mr Dupuy said:"It's something a bit dif¬ 
ferent. Everywhere else seems to do the 
same sort of thing and we want to stand 
out. 

"Pie is a traditional dish and we will be 
able to offer something for everyone. Its 
home-cooking at its best, everything is 
cooked from fresh right here. 

"A lot of places have gone down the 


gastro pub route because you can't rely 
on wet sales alone but that's not us. We 
want to offer great value throughout the 
winter months and get people coming in 
not just once but more and more. 

"We recognise that the pub can take 
care of itself in the summer but we want 
to keep our strong pub values and keep 
the locals coming back." 


The duo is already familiar with the in¬ 
dustry, having taken over The Greyhound 
Inn in Beaminster over a year ago, in April 
2012. In order to concentrate on The 
George, the Greyhound has been left in 
good hands, according to Mr Dupuy. 

He said: "We've had plenty of time run¬ 
ning The Greyhound and it's being 
looked after by our children and staff, 


with our guidance. We have very loyal 
and capable staff, which is of the utmost 
importance to us. To be able to walk 
away and leave your business in the 
hands of our staff shows we can really 
trust them." 

Ms Hagley added: "We are really proud 
of all of them and without them our new 
venture couldn't have been possible."

PUPILS at Bridport Primary School learnt all about the 
dangers of the road during a Road Safety Day last week. 

All 410 children at the school took part in the day, 
which saw some of the normal lessons replaced with 
workshops and presentations designed to get them 
thinking about keeping safe when outside of school.

It’s important that we try 
to get the parents involved to back up what we’ve said.” 

Mr Lovejoy added that he’d like to thank the school’s 
headteacher, who had made the visitors feel very wel¬ 
come. 

Debbie Brown, headteacher at Bridport Primary 
School, said: “Our Road Safety Awareness Day was in¬ 
formative and fun. Every child left at the end of the day 
with refreshed knowledge on keeping safe on the roads, 
a high visibility bag and a big smile. The road safety of¬ 
ficers Neil and Dawn ran a superb day full of engaging 
activities and shared their great enthusiasm for the work 
they do.” 

Prior to the Road Safety Day the school had been run¬ 
ning a competition - called ‘Life on the Road’ - with 
entries including posters, stories, and poems designed 
to get people thinking about keeping safe on the roads. 

Year four pupil Alfred was named as the overall win¬ 
ner, taking home a brand new BMX bike, with year five 
pupil Charlie and Molly, from year two, winning mini 
scooters. 

Mayor of Bridport, Maggie Ray, who attended the 
school with her husband Martin, said: “The children 
were so enthusiastic, their hands were shooting up to 
answer all of the questions. 

“They were really thinking about the dangers of the 
roads and I think they got a lot out of it. I’m so im¬ 
pressed with the school.”

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Picture Post founder's 
estate draws interest 


THE sale of items from the estate 
of Sir Edward Hulton (1906- 
1988) - founder and proprietor of 
several publications, most famous 
of which was the Picture Post - 
drew strong interest from around 
the world at the recent fine art and 
antiques sale held at Busby’s Brid- 
port salerooms. 

Sir Edward was a collector of an¬ 
tiques and a supporter of young 
artists over the years. 

Amongst paintings sold from the 
estate was a picture (image lot 
226), ‘In the Past No 7’ by the 
Greek abstract artist Yannis Spy- 
ropoulos (1912-1990) painted in 
1961. 

Unsurprisingly this striking 
painting will return to Greece and 


achieved a sale figure of £16,000 
on the phone. 

Also included were a large num¬ 
ber of mezzotints of works by 
Joshua Reynolds and John Hopp- 
ner with figures reaching up to 
£1,500 each. 

Other interesting items within the 
estate was a silk Sarouk carpet 
(image lot 232) with animals and 
birds set within a Nask script 
which sold for £18,000 and a late 
19th century French ormolu man¬ 
tle clock which was sold to a 
French bidder for £1,500. 

Outside the Hulton collection, 
lots that sold well were items of 
furniture and included a satinwood 
Edwardian Sheraton style display 
cabinet with painted decoration 


that sold for £3,600 and a ma¬ 
hogany mid-19th century D-end 
dining table which achieved 
£2,400. 

The ceramics section also at¬ 
tracted a lot of interest and in par¬ 
ticular a Schneider cameo glass 
vase which sold for £950. 

The book section also delivered 
strong prices and despite the lan¬ 
guage of origin, seven volumes of 
the Traite General de Viticulture 
1901-1910 (image 172) with 500 
chromolithographic plates sold for 
£ 6 , 000 . 

Pierre Viala and Victor Morel 
worked on these magnificent vol¬ 
umes for 17 years to produce the 
finished article. The buyer was an 
English vineyard owner.

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Advice on how to 
buy a used car 

DORSETTrading Standards have joined forces with Cit¬ 
izens Advice in an effort to help motorists who are 
thinking about buying a used car. 

Together they will be backing a month-long national 
campaign, Check It, to advise people on choosing 
wisely and avoiding common mistakes. 

Buying a used car can help save money as most cars 
reduce in value by around 40 per cent in the first year, 
according to Dorset County Council, but problems with 
second hand cars continue to top the Citizens Advice 
complaints list - nationally, the helpline receives 6,000 
complaints each month. 

Dorset Trading Standards (DTS), which is part of the 
county council, will be using the Dorset Road Safety 
Partnership's 50/50 education car to demonstrate issues 
surrounding buying a second hand car. 

The 50/50 car is only half-roadworthy and is used to 
help explain the practicalities of purchasing a safe ve¬ 
hicle. 

Peter Finney, Dorset County Council's cabinet mem¬ 
ber for community services, said: "The level of consumer 
complaints about used cars shows that buyers need to 
be cautious and also highlights that this area of trade is 
rightly a priority for trading standards. 

"Buying a second hand car can be bit of a bumpy road. 
Whether you have £500 or £5,000 to spend, it can be 
difficult to make sure the car you end up buying is in 
the condition as described by the dealer. 

"Not only can drivers find themselves out of pocket or 
with a string of unexpected expenses, the car could be 
roadworthy or unsafe. But there are some simple steps 
drivers can take to make sure what they are buying is 
safe, legal and what it seems." 

Some tips from DTS when buying a new car include 
checking the vehicle's MOT certificates and service his¬ 
tory, be sure that there are no outstanding hire pur¬ 
chase agreements on the car, and give it a test drive.

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A magic box that keeps a child alive 


T o date, people of the world have donated 
more than £200 million for the Philip¬ 
pines victims of Typhoon Haiyan, of 
which more than £40 million has come from 
UK donors and another £50 million from the 
British Government. 

In addition, the World Bank and the Asian Development 
Bank are giving £650 million in grants and emergency 
loans. 

But for the four million Filipinos who lost everything in 
the hellstorm, it will not be enough. 

Why? Because coping with a natural disaster isn’t just 
for Christmas - it takes years, years, for a devastated area 
to recover. 

And while the poor souls of Tacloban, the Philippines’ 
worst-hit city, can probably get by for that long before 
KFC is rebuilt, they won’t last a week without water. 

In Haiti, aid agencies were still carrying in water two 
years after the earthquake of 2010 levelled the island and 
destroyed the clean water supply. 

Clean water is the most essential relief wherever there 
is a disaster on the planet. Food and shelter run a close 
second but it’s water that makes the difference between 
life or, as detailed below, a grotesque death. 

The dangers of drinking waste water after a disaster 
should be obvious, but in case they are not, here they are: 
typhoid, cholera, e-coli, leptospirosis and hepatitis E; 
each one comes with a free ride to the morgue. 

Devon, Dorset & Somerset Newspapers Limited, the 
publishers of this newspaper, have committed to a two- 
year charity campaign in association with the Rotary 
Club of Chelwood Bridge because there, at the little Som¬ 
erset town of Midsomer Norton, they have ingeniously 
developed an ideal solution to this problem of how long 
it takes after a disaster for clean water to run through the 
pipes again. 

It’s called The Water Survival Box and it’s just that - a 
plastic box crammed with all that you need to stay alive

after you have lost everything; cooking and eating uten¬ 
sils, basic means of shelter, all sorts of essential bits and 
bobs, and, most importantly, a simple water-purification 
system that will provide a family of four with clean water 
every day for a year. You can read more about it at 
www.worldwaterworks.org but it’s simple - pour in 
waste water and clean water comes out, like magic. 

The boxes cost £150 to fit out and send to disaster 
zones; a hundred and fifty quid to keep a family alive for 
a year. 

Since Typhoon Haiyan struck, Chelwood Bridge’s 
Hugo Pike and his team of tireless Rotarians have been 
working flat out packing and shipping Water Survival 
Boxes to the Philippines. But stocks are running low, and 
although donations are thankfully coming in, more and 
more boxes are going to be needed in the long time it will 
take yet before clean water is running again. 

Because for us clean water is such a given, guaranteed 
to be always there whenever we turn on a tap, it is diffi¬ 
cult to imagine life without it. It is harder still to imagine 
what it feels like to be without it. 

But this is the reality of what happens when an earth¬ 
quake, tsunami or typhoon takes out the water supply: 


Because of disasters, every 20 seconds somewhere in 
the world a child aged under five dies of dehydration. 
Let’s count them as we explore what it feels like to endure 
the 7-10 days that it takes to die of thirst. Here’s what 
doctors expertly say: 

“As dehydration begins, you become very tired. You 
can’t urinate easily and when you can your urine is dark 
brown; later, as it concentrates, you can’t urinate at all 
and your bladder will burn. You want to cry but there is 
no liquid in you for tears. 

‘Then a severely-painful headache starts. Your mouth 
dries and becomes caked with thick saliva, your tongue 
swells and cracks, your eyes recede into their sockets, the 
lining cracks in your nose (ONE DEAD) and it begins 
to bleed. 

“You start to feel dizzy and then seizures begin. Your 
heart starts to race and so does your breathing, you are 
panting as your blood pressure drops. Terrible cramps at¬ 
tack your arms and legs, you cannot stand nor sit down. 
Your temperature rises, you feel very hot because you 
cannot sweat. You feel nauseous but can only dry-heave, 
and then the cramps painfully attack your stomach 

“Your skin hangs loose, dries and becomes scaly, your 
muscles become spastic .Then, as your brain cells (TWO 
DEAD) dry out, you start convulsing. Your eyesight 
fades, thick secretions begin to plug your lungs, you 
struggle to breathe. You become more and more ex¬ 
hausted, you may hallucinate. Then seizures grip the 
body and you fall into a coma and your heart stops.” 

As Dr. David Stevens, a US physician who has seen 
thousands die of thirst during 13 years in Africa, says: 
“Contrary to those that try to paint a picture of a gentle 
process, death by dehydration is a cruel, inhumane and 
often agonising death.’ 

Every day, (THREE DEAD) 4,109 children die of 
thirst like that because natural disasters like hurricanes, 
earthquakes and flooding have left them with no clean 
water. 

That’s 171 every hour, three a minute, dying like that. 
Every minute of every day, three children die like that; 


‘At least five children will die through lack of water whilst you read this’ 


tongue cracked, nose bleeding, convulsed in agony. Chil¬ 
dren are dying like that in he Philippines now, for want 
of a Water Survival Box. 

As it happens, right now is the best time to donate at 
www.worldwaterworks.org because (FOUR DEAD) for 
a 13-day window from December 5-18 every £1 donated 
online will be doubled to £2 under an initiative by the 
Reed Foundation called The Big Give Challenge. 

“What would you do if you’d lost everything in a dis¬ 
aster?” asks Hugo Pike. 

One answer, I suppose, would be to hope than some¬ 
body like you is reading this. 

Because in six more seconds, a FIFTH child will have 
agonisingly died from the lack of clean water.

Dave Parham will talk on 
The Swash Channel Wreck 

LYING just off the Dorset Coast is a famous 17th cen¬ 
tury shipwreck known as the Swash Channel wreck. 
A Bournemouth University marine archaeology 
team has been studying the wreck since 2006 but 
are now so concerned at the rate of deterioration 
that they have decided to raise and preserve part of 
the hull. 

The 40 metre long 400 year old vessel lies in ap¬ 
proximately 7 metres of water next to the Swash 
Channel in the approaches to Poole Harbour. The 
wreck includes ornately carved timbers, the earliest 
still in existence in Britain, but as the sands shift and 
expose the timbers to the air, they are literally being 
eaten away by bacteria and tunnelling shipworms. 
Dave Parham, a Senior Lecturer in Marine Archaeol¬ 
ogy at Bournemouth University, is leading a team to 
save as much of the wreck as possible. 

The plan is to remove some of the timbers and pre¬ 
serve them, whilst reburying the rest. It is not pos¬ 
sible to cover up the entire wreck as it would create 
a shipping hazard in a busy channel. Once pre¬ 
served, the remains will go on display in Poole Mu¬ 
seum. 

Dave Parham's talk will discuss the history of the 
Swash Channel Wreck project and bring the audi¬ 
ence up to date with news on the most recent exca¬ 
vations and research. 

The talk takes place on Friday, December 6th, and 
is free of charge but a donation of £3 is encouraged 
to cover costs. Doors open at 7pm and the talk will 
commence at 7.30pm. For further information

Drummer Art Blakey's brand of bluesy, funky'hard 
bop'was and continues to be very influential and his

Many jazz greats performed in the 
group during its long career, notably Horace Silver, 
Clifford Brown, Lou Donaldson, Wayne Shorter, 
Bobby Timmons, Lee Morgan, Freddie Hubbard and 
Cedar Walton. 

Art Blakey's ferociousness and tenacity while drum¬ 
ming earned him the nickname "theTiger of Jazz". In 
later years he had a policy of encouraging young 
musicians to perform with the band, once remarking 
"I'm gonna stay with the youngsters. When these get 
too old I'll get some younger ones. Keeps the mind 
active." A notable one of these was trumpeter Wyn¬ 


ton Marsalis.
